Silent Southern Jews 
Said Aid to Oppressors 


NEW YORK (P-O) — Refer- 
ying to the battle over school 
segregation in New Orleans, the 
Reconstructionist M a g az ine as- 
serted this week that “Jews who 
are silent enlist, despite them- 
selves, on the side of the oppres- 
sors.” 

“In the long run,” the maga- 
gine said editorially, “Jews suf- 
fer from this collaboration, Their 
jeaders should tell them that 
freedom-loving people every- 
where would rejoice if the Meth- 
odist minister and the Roman 
Catholic priest were joined by a 
rabbi in defiance of the bigots.”

Lavon Wins Round, 
But BG Angry . 


JERUSALEM (P-O) — The im- 
portant ministerial committee re- 
port probing the 1954 security 
mishap which led to the resigna- 
tion of Pinchas Lavon, then Is- 
rael Defense Minister, has exon 
erated the secretary of Histadrut 
of any blame. This victory fol- 
lowed the boycotting of Hista- 
drut’s 40th anniversary celebra- 
tion by Ben Gurion because of 
his displeasure with Lavon. 

Lavon’s battle with Ben Gurion 
and the more obscure and more 
important issue of who will be 
Ben Gurion’s successor was far 
from over. After hearing a let- 
ter from Ben Gurion the His 
tadrut’s secretariat this week cen- 
sured Lavon for recent public 
statements. 

Ben Gurion’s letter asserted: 
“In due course I shall tell the 
secretariat and the Government 
of Mr. Lavon’s misdeeds and ugly 
behavior while he was acting as 
Minister of Defense.”

Bomb Scare Over 


. 
Israel Subsides 

WASHINGTON, D. C. (P-O) — 
The hubbub over Israel’s second 
nuclear reactor seemed to have 
subsided this week, and the net 
result may be Israel’s rise in the 
eyes of the world as a forward- 
looking nation devoted to the use 
of nuclear power for peaceful 
purposes. 

The facts as revealed follow- 
ing the complaint by the U. S. 
that Israel planned to use the 
reactor for construction of nu- 
clear bombs, showed that the 
Jewish state’s second atomic re- 
actor was being built with French 
help, that the so-called secrecy 
surrounding the reactor was only 
natural in view of the closeness 
of Israel’s enemies, that anyone 
traveling on the road south of 
Beersheba could view the reactor 
under construction, and that 
France had assurances from Is- 
rael that the installation would 
be used Solely for peaceful pur- 
poses, 


Even the Arab world’s tension 
seems to have given way before 
calmer minds.

‘KOSHER’ SHRIMP SALAD 
IS NEWEST TWIST 


NEW YORK (P-O)—The advent of imitations of shrimp 
salad at kosher banquets was noted by Dr. Abraham Duker 
writing in the current issue of “Adult Jewish Leadership.” 


Noting the evolution of names such as Moshe to Murray 
or Merwyn, and innovations following Christian practices such 
as the invocation at public gatherings, the rabbinical robe, the 
type of hymns, the sermon and the posture of prayer, Duker 


turned to the matter of food. 


On the shrimp salad, the Chicago educator said that he 
has noted at kosher banquets, salmon-tuna fish imitations of 
shrimp salad. He said the “enrichment of the American cuisine 
with Jewish dishes may well be more popular among Negroes 
in the large cities because of their closer contact with Jews 
as domestic servants and other employees.” 








Goldmann’s Plan To Unite 


World Organizations Hits Snag 


LONDON (P-O) — Fearing 
American domination, board 
members of the Board of Dep- 
uties of British Jewry nixed a 
plan of Nahum Goldmann’s for 
a new organization of world 
Jewry. 


THE DELEGATES took issue 
with a reported plan which would 
transform the Consultative Con- 
ference of World Jewish Organ- 
izations, headed by Goldmann, 
into a functioning agency with 
power to act. 


Barnett Janner, president, took 





the floor to assuage the concern 
of delegates who objected also 
to a “trial baloon” suggestion 
appearing in The Jewish Chron- 
icle here which would name a 
triumvirate of Goldmann, Jan- 
ner and Label Katz to head the 
transformed conference. 

MEMBERS OF the conference 
now are the Board of Deputies, 
the B’nai B'rith, the World Jew- 
ish Congress and several minor 
groups.

Membership in B’nai B’rith 


TUCSON, Ariz. (P-O)—A non- 
Jewish man in Arizona can’t un- 
derstand why he is barred from 
membership in B’nai B’rith when 
he seeks to join the organization 
in order to assist in its anti- 
defamation campaign, 

His application — and its re- 
jection — came to light in an 
article in a recent issue of the 
Arizona Post. The editor of the 
paper commented on the fact that 
B’nai B'rith, which traditionally 
opposes restrictive covenants, ap- 
plied a restrictive membership 
clause to the applicant’s request 
for affiliation. 

The editor wrote: “When a 
non-Jew wants to join B’nai 
Brith to aid in the fight against 
discrimination, he finds it dif- 
ficult to understand why he is 
‘discriminated’ against. We don’t 
want B’nai B'rith to cast aside 
its Jewish practices; rather we 
would have it intensify its Jew- 
ishness. We merely point out this 
paradox to provoke thought on 
the most important subject ot 
the future of American Judaism.” 

Mrs. Charles §S. Kalb, Tuc- 
son B’nai B’rith Women, said, 
in a letter to the Arizona Post, 
“I must defend the right of B’nai 
B’rith to accept the membership 
of only people of the Jewish faith 
or those who are related to our 
faith by marriage or conversion.” 

Referring to the assertion that 
B’nai Brith was taking refuge 
behind a “restrictive covenant,” 
Mrs. Kalb declared, “This term 
I believe is entirely ambiguous 
and one I eonsider insulting to 
such an organization as B’nai 
Brith, dedicated as it is to the 
protection of the freedom of all 
minorities as well as Jews. 

“The word ‘covenant’ means 
agreement — a good word but 
not with the strength and meaa- 
ing of the word ‘constitution.’ 
Therefore, according to the little 
knowledge I have about B'nai 
B'rith, the question can only be 
properly answered by quoting 
the preamble to the constitution 
of B’nai B'rith: ‘B’nai B'rith has 
taken upon itself the mission of 
uniting Israelites in the work 
of promoting their highest in- 
terests and elevating the mental 
and moral character of the peo- 
ple of our faith; of inculcating 
the purest principles of philan- 
thropy, honor and patriotism; of 
supporting science and art; al- 
leviating the wants of the poor 
and needy; visiting and attend- 
ing the sick, coming to the res- 
cue of victims of persecution; 
providing for, protecting and as- 
sisting the widow and orphan 
on the broadest principles of hu- 
manity.’ 

“The dictionary tells us ‘con- 
stitution’ is a system of funda- 
mental principles according to 
which a nation, state or group 
is governed. So that the mem- 
bership in B’nai B’rith of Jews 
only, is not just a ‘restrictive 
covenant’ but a fundamental 
principle.”

Cool Army 
Curbs Havoc 
In Algeria 


ALGIERS (P-O) — The French 
Army has prevented havoc in 
Algeria after the recent out: 
breaks by a disciplined firm- 
ness which has skirted a very 
dangerous situation, according to 
Maurice Carr, correspondent of 
the Jerusalem Post, 

Carr described a scene which 
occured in Belcourt where bloody 
rioting occured during the past 
week. Steel-helmeted gendarmes, 
armed with rifles, tommy-guns 
and hand-grenades confronted 
thousands of Moslems massed in 
the steep, narrow streets. 

The mobs waved FLN flags, 
chanted the FLN anthem and 
shouted insults at the soldiers 
who viewed the demonstration 
impassively. The demonstration 
continued all day. As night fell 
and the mobs gave no indica- 
tions of breaking up, the com- 
manding officer of the troops, 
fearful of serious trouble if the 
demonstration continued through 
the night, gave orders for the 
use of tear gas bombs and non- 
lethal concussion grenades. 

After the bombs and grenades 
nad been tossed into the area, 
the streets emptied immediately 
Three soldiers were left on guard 
as the other troopers mounted 
trucks and drove away. 

According to Carr, agents pro- 
vocateurs of the “French Algeria” 
faction were sent into the Mos- 
lem quarter to stir up the Mos- 
lems and the FLN demonstra- 
tion ensued.

Most of the youths 
were tasting the Italian delicacy 
for the first time. Some were 
delighted.

pointed. 

Said 17-year-old Izzy Gross “It 
tastes like Latkes dipped in kat 
chup and I thought Pizza was a 
big deal.” Others called it a real 
treat “Tam Gan-Eden” (Heavens 
ly flavor.) 

This being mainly a Yeshiva 
crowd, the inevitable theological 
discussions arose when someone 
claimed that’ the Pizza because 
of its great content of dough, 
must be considered as bread and 
that pious Jews should wash their 
hands according to Orthodox rite 
ual before tasting it. 

Others disagreed and said that 
because of its variety of ingredi- 
ents, the Pizza must be cata 
logued as a spicy cake not re- 
quiring the ritual washing of 
hands, 

Chopsie, the scholarly Pizza 
chef, enlightened the group, stat- 
ing that according to high Rab 
binical sources consulted, one 15 
cent slice of Pizza may be eaten 
without the hand washing while 
two or more slices make the, 
hand-washing procedure imperas 
tive.

Illinois’ Lieutenant Governor-Elect 
Learned From Mother's Example

Samuel Shapiro’s mother used 
to entertain in her home some 
of the mental patients from 
Kankakee State Hospital when 
they were on the road to recov- 
ery. 

That started the interest of 
her son, Illinois’ lieutenant gov- 
ernor-elect, in the mentally ill. 
Recently he was dubbed “Mr. 
Mental Health of Illinois” by a 
private Chicago foundation. 

Shapiro said of his mother’s 
example: 

“She used to go to the hospital 
as an aide one day a week. Many 
times she brought home for din- 
her and an evening chat a patient 
who was nearing recovery. She 
would bring them to town for 
Shopping. 

“FEW HOLIDAYS passed when 
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Fraternity Resents 

Being Called Jewish 

CHICAGO (P-O) — A des- 
cription of Phi Delta Theta 
fraternity here as Jewish 
aroused a protest in the local 
chapter of the national Jew- 
ish organization. In its news 
Story about the imposition of 
a penalty on the fraternity’s 
local chapter for violating a 
Pledging regulation, the Chi- 
cago U. newspaper called the 
fraternity Jewish. A protest 
in the form of a letter to the 
Paper was dispatched, but 
never printed. 

Phi Delta Theta is a na- 
tional Jewish fraternity, 
Which recently merged with 
the smaller Phi Alpha. The 
local chapter has several 
non-Jews as members, as 
Well as a Negro, but the ma- 
Jorits of the fraters are Jew- 
ish, 
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we did not have persons from 
the hospital for the holiday 
meal.” She died five years ago. 

When the late Gov. Henry 
Horner, a Jew, was. probate 
Judge of Cook County, he be- 
friended Shapiro as a fledgling 
lawyer and stirred his- interest 
in public service. 

Shapiro provided the hard 
work. His “people are my hobby” 
friendliness advanced his public 
and private careers. 

At 29, he became Kankakee 
County states attorney. Then he 
went on to serve 14 years in the 
Illinois House. His greatest pride 
there was in fighting for in- 
creased appropriations for the 
mentally ill. 

IN THE ILLINOIS legislature 
Shapiro co-sponsored the codifi- 
cation of mental health laws. One 
effect was to remove the broad 
term “insane” from all mental 
hospital patients. Now they are 
“mentally ill” and those “in need 
of mental treatment.” 

Shapiro campaigned for Illi- 
nois lieutenant governor largely 
on a recerd of service to these 
non-voters—the mentally ill. 

He believes that he, as Lieuten- 
ant Governor, will be in a more 
influential position to steer legis- 
lation on behalf of the mentally 
ill. 

His friendly approach to new- 
comers—‘“Call me Sam’’— is ex- 
plained by Shapiro with pithy 
sayings he learned from his par- 
ents. 

SHAPIRO’S FATHER, a cob- 
bler who ran a store in Kanka- 
kee, told him: “You should be 
nice to everyone because you 
meet the same people coming 
down that you met going up.” 

His work with the mentally ill 
shoul not overshadow Shapiro’s 
private life. 

He has just completed his sec-

ond term as President of Kanka- 
kee’s Temple B’nai Israel. 

He also spearheaded the suc- 
cessful drive for new building 
facilities for the temple. 


HE IS A CHARTER member 
and past president of the Kanka- 
kee B’nai B’rith lodge as well as 
A.D.L. chairman for 15 years. He 
is a member of the civil rights 
committee of the national com- 
mission of the A.D.L, 

He is also active in practically 
every other Jewish cause conceiv- 
able, and recognized as the fore- 
most Jewish leader of his com- 
munity. 

The gray-eyed short man who 
wears his slightly graying brown 
hair combed straight back, re- 
calls that when he appeared be- 
fore Judge Horner as a young 
lawyer, “I could hear my knees 
clicking.” 

HORNER NOTICED and said, 
“You’re nervous, aren’t you? For- 
get about the technicalities. Just 
tell your story.” 

“He found in my favor. From 
then on, he was the zenith of a 
man.” 

Shapiro thinks the lieutenant 
governor should be an active arm 
of the governor, taking part in 
forming programs. 

“He should be making visits 
to institutions and reporting on 
findings. He should be an aide 
to the governor and on call for 
all things,” Shapiro said.

Dangerous Notoriety 

Schneid’s anti-Nazi writings 
had brought him a dangerous 
notoriety from which he was ex- 
tricated by the Hebrew Univer- 
sity and he escaped to Palestine 
in 1939. But the war-years were 
years of anguish. “I was not able 
to work. I was without apart- 
ment and bread. I was in des- 
pair.” Then, afterwards, when I 
knew everything about the end 
of the catastrophe, I met Miriam 
and she helped me to become a 
human being. I wrote a series 
of books. I returned to art.” 

“Yearning and blood, love, 
dream, vision, all this deeply in- 
fluences his feverish creativity. 
His is a total experience of beau- 
ty and sorrow, form and content, 
spirit and expression,” wrote a 
Parisian critic. 

At a recent exhibition in Italy, 
Florentines acclaimed the art of 
Schneid for “a spirituality ... 
which creates a new mythology, 
a new symbolism, a_ strongly

emotional mysticism.” He is, in 
fact, the first living artist to 
have work admitted by the fa- 
mous Uffizi Museum. 

Quits Faculty 

Since 1948, Otto Schneid has 
been Professor of the History 
of Art and Archaeology at the 
Haifa Technion, a position which 
he has just relinquished. “I can- 
not any longer ride on two 
horses,” he explains, “be a sci- 
entist and an artist, dividing my- 
self. I made a deep operation in 
my life and decided: to abandon 
science.” 

Schneid is a man of many tal- 
ents (he also writes psychologi- 
cal dramas and poetry, for in- 
stance) and many tougues (Cze- 
choslovakian, Chinese, Polish, 
French, German, Greek, Italian, 
Hebrew and English, among 
others). 

This polyglottic conversation 
jogs Miriam’s memory. 

“Jacob came third in his class 
in Latin today,” she exclaims 
excitedly. 

Suddenly, Schneid the anti-ab- 
stractionist, Schneid the propo- 
nent of “humanity in art,” be- 
come simply, Schneid the father. 

Genius a ‘Problem’ 

“Each of them is creating fan- 
tastic beautful things,” he de- 
clares. “Yet, Jacob suffers ter- 
ribly, a suffering which is not his 
own. All the sorrows in the world 
he experiences. And the little 
one, Moishe Adam, has a char- 
acter strong, like steel, difficult 
to influence. It’s not easy to be 
the parents of such children,” 

It should happen, such “prob- 
lem” children, to all Jewish par- 
ents! 

But — and the question is ir- 
rational, yet, irresistible — do 
junior geniuses just happen or 
are genes transmitted and trans- 
muted into talent? 

“Great love creates some- 
thing,” propounds Mrs. Schneid, 
with a poet’s passion. “I believe 
in love. Love is a philosophy. 
Love is the hymn on ha-rakiya, 
the, how do you call it, hallelujah 
of the heavens. Love is heaven. 
Clouds come and go, but love re- 
mains forever. When love is

And what charterizes Jewish 
art? “It is the human content, 
the depth, the humanity.

Schneid opposes modern art 
trends. “I am for formation, not 
for deformation. Abstract art 
under the young Picasso, was 
human in the-definite sense of 
the word. Now it has degentr 
ated to a senseless playing with 
effects and experimenting with 
techniques.” 

Is there specifically an Israel 
art form? 

“In general,” deplores Schneid,

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HIAS Charged with Discrimination 
Against Jews Leaving Israel 


9 YORK (P.0)—uU nited 
HIAS Service, a world-wide Jew- 
ish migration agency, is charged 
by Louis Nelson, manager of 
Jocal 155, International Ladies 
Garment Workers Union, with 
gefusing aid to Jews wishing to 
migrate from Israel “because 
there is an unwritten agreement 
between HIAS and the Israel 
Government not to help any Jews 
leaving Israel.” 

NELSON, A member of the 


editorial advisory board of the 


anti-Zionist “Jewish Newsletter”, 
writing in that. publication, as- 
serts HIAS hag'jabandoned the 
purpose for wi was organ- 
ized by abetting’#m Israeli anti- 
emigration policywakin to that of 
Communist coutitties which the 
Israel Government has roundly 
denounced. 

James P. Rice, executive direc- 
tor of United HIAS Service, de- 
nies the existence of any “agree- 
ment” between his organization 
and the Israel Government to 
stem migration from that coun- 
try. He points out that HIAS 
must use its limited funds to help 
only those Jews wishing to emi- 
grate from countries where they 
are victims of religious or racial 
persecution. 

JEWS WISHING to emigrate 
from the United States, Canada, 
South America or Australia 
would have to be refused finan- 
cial aid by HIAS, Rice asserts, 
for the same reason that those 
wishing to migrate from Israel 
would be refused. 

“In these countries of the Free 
World,” Rice declared, “the Jews 
sufferno governmentally- 
inspired persecutions. They are 
free to worship as they please, 
to perpetuate their racial and re- 





ligious traditions, 
they please.” 

Rice charges that Nelson, in 
his “Newsletter” article, printed 
only “parts of a letter” Rice 
wrote him, with the intention of 
distorting the letter’s meaning 
and bolstering unfair charges 
against HIAS. 


WRITING IN THE “Jewish 
Newsletter”, Nelson states: “Mr. 
Rice is inaccurate in his state- 
ment that.the policy of HIAS 
has been to help Jews only to 
escape from political and relig- 
ious discrimination and persecu- 
tion. The greatest cause of Jew- 
ish mass emigration from Europe 
during the last fifty or sixty 
years was economic. Millions of 
Jews left Czarist Russia before 
and after World War I in a 
search for bread and better eco- 
nomic conditions. It is a perver- 
sion of history to claim that the 
primary responsibility of HIAS 
is only ‘to help Jews unable. to 
remain in countries where they 
suffer from oppression or cannot 
bring up their families in accord- 
ance with democratic or Jewish 
traditions.’

tion, cultural links with leraei 
and the welfare of Israel, and, if 
they are not more interested in 
aliyah than the Zionists of Amer- 
ica, they are not interested in 
it any less either.

What does that 
mean? 
Big Deal Salesman 

Goldmann is a salesman who 
always has some Big Deal lined 
up just around the corner, Four 
years ago he told the 24th Zion- 
ist Congress that if only all Zi- 
onist parties united and if people 
ceuld join the WZO on an in- 
dividual basis, the WZO would 
grow. It was not clear what dif- 
ference it would make between 
10 parties with no job to do and 
one party with nothing to do, 
but the delegates fell for it. So 
he helped launch the Progressive 
Zionists (later called the Amer- 
ican Jewish League for Israel), 
and, before it had 1,000 members, 
I was told in Jerusalem by a 
friend and Goldmann started on 
a new track: he had big Ameri- 
can Jewish organizations lined 
up — if only the WZO would 
amend its consitution to be able 
to take them in. The constitu- 
tion is being amended, but no- 
body is making a rush for the 
entrance. 

When the Big Deal with B'nai 
B'rith and the United Synagogue 
failed to come through, we were 
treated to a piece of news from 
faraway Brazil about the Se- 
fardi Jewish communities, 120,000 
strong, which decided — over- 
night, mind you — to join up 
with the WZO. The wizard who 
turned the trick was Zvi Lurie, 
who presumably exerts more 
charm over the Sefardim in Bra- 
zil than Goldmann does over the 
Ashkenazim in the USA. Two 
questions sug gest themselves: 
did the 120,000 Sefardi Jews of 
Brazil know they were joining 
or did a handful of people pledge 
them without their knowledge? 
Are there really that many Se- 
fardim in Brazil? I know the an- 
swer to the second question — 
you can look it up in the Ameri- 
can Jewish Year Book: there are 
little more than 120,000 Jews in 
Brazil, men, women and cihldren, 
and they are not all Sefardim ..

Contagious Fixations 

Goldmann and other Zionist 
leaders suffer from two fixations 
which paralyze their thinking 
and, in consequence, infect the 
whole Zionist movement with the 
same paralysis: 

One is the fixation of special 
status, of a share in Israel’s gove 
ernment The other is the fetish- 
istic worship of over-centraliza. 
tion, which works in two opposite 
directions: American Zionists 
want to use the central authority 
as a tool for controlling Israej 
from New York; Israeli Zionist 
leaders think that, through the 
central body, they can organize 
American Jews from Tel Aviv, 

At the last Zionist Assembly in 
New York, Neumann infuriated 
the Israelis and pleased some 
naive American Zionists by his 
clever exposition of the case for 
the American brand of Zionist 
colonialism. (As a sovereign 
state, Israel is independent, as 
the Jewish National Home, we 
have a say, too.) As for Israeli 
Zionists, they have held the reins 
for many years and holding the 
bit is a very anemic horse. 

Ben Gurion has by now come to 
realize that Israel can inspire 
American Jews, it can influence 
them, but, cannot organize them, 
“We can work with them through 
their own organizations,” he said 
last June.

Denver Jews Shun Xmas in Schoo! Fight 


DENVER, Colo. (P-O) — The 
Intermountain Jewish News was 
credited this week with keeping 
the organized Jewish community 
out of the fiery controversy in 
nearby Boulder, home of the Uni- 
versity of Colc:ado, over Christ- 
mas in the schools. 


THERE WAS no Jewish in- 
volvement although at a mass 
meeting in the Boulder High 
School called after the schooi 
board issued an order to de- 
emphasize Xmas, there were 
vague references to minorities. 

The Jewish News publisher, 
Robert Gamzey, acted when 
Louis Altshuler, of Boston, mem- 
ber of the American Jewish Con- 
gress governing council, told the 
publication that his organization 
would take a hand in the issue. 
Gamzey called Will Maslow, Con- 
gress executive director, to re- 
ceive assurance that the Con- 
gress had no intention of enter- 
ing the fight. 

THE FIERY-HOT issue devel- 
oped as a result of a meeting 
last fall by a committee made up 
of representatives of the Amer- 
ican Civil Liberties Union, the 
Unitarian church and a mixed 
group consisting of townspeople 
and faculty members. The schooi 
issued instructions to the facul- 
ties two weeks before Christ- 
mas, leading to the mass meet- 
ing of angry parents. A group 
representing the parents took the 
issue to the courts, seemingly 
winning a victory, but before any 
action could materialize, the hol- 
iday vacation was on.

America Is A Land 
Where Religion Flourishes 

That America has become a 
land where religion flourishes is 
attested to afresh by a recent 
autobiography by one of the 
country’s Orthodox leaders: Rab- 
bi Eliezer Silver of Cincinnati. 
Fifty years ago, writes the rabbi, 
learning was at a low estate. 
Now we have many yeshivos and 
learned men.

‘we’re different,’ and the conflict 
between loyalty to family and 
religion and a yearning to be 
part of the joyous festivities. 


ONE MOTHER was telling me 
about her three-year-old grand- 
son who, when told by his non- 








Jewish maid, that he couldn’t do 
something in connection with 
Christmas because he was Jew- 
ish, answered her that she could 
be Jewish if she liked; he wasn’t. 
We laughed over it, his grandma 
and I, but we understood. 

Even so, left out or not, we 
have comforted ourselves that at 
least we weren’t burdened with 
all the expense and effort and 
tension which usually appear to 
be connected with the occasion. 
We can keep our Hanuka cele- 
bration, we’ve reassured our- 
selves, as simple and carefree as 
we like. 

BUT WHAT of our non-Jewish 
associations? Either because we 
want to be part of the holiday pic- 
ture or because we can’t very 
well* explain that this isn’t our 
holiday, each year the list of 
presents to be distributed grows 
longer. 

All of which would be bad 
enough if we were Christians 
and couldn’t afford it, but to be 
burdened with the need to buy 
gifts and at the same time to be 
branded as outside the pale is 
an unkind fate.

ADMITTING NON-JEWS 


(See News Stories in This Issue) ' 

The question of admitting non-Jews to membership in 
B’nai B'rith is really not a world-shaking one. We doubt 
that there are many non-Jews who would seek affiliation 
in B’nai B’rith, and for those hardy non-Jewish souls that 
want to join, we can see no objection. 

THE SAME QUESTION faces many Jewish commu- 
nity centers, and here too the answer might be routine, 
@xcept that community centers offer many attractions to 
non-Jews. 

The B’nai B’rith program is today strongly Jewish, 
and those non-Jews who seek to join it, will have to suffer 
through those parts of the program which have no interest 
for them. 

But the Jewish community centers, with their empha- 
sis on swimming, and other sports and general cultural 
activities, and their limited Jewish content, can easily be 
engulfed by a large enough non-Jewish membership to 
affect its principal aim as a central grounds for the Jewish 
community. 

THE JEWISH FRATERNITIES are a case in point. 

Recently at Washington U. in St. Louis, the Jewish 
fraternities, with the blessings of the Hillel director and 
the Jewish students, were able to secure a change in 
rushing rules so that Jewish students no longer were re- 
ferred solely to Jewish fraternities and vice versa. 

There is also the case of the Jewish fraternity at Wil- 
liam and Mary College where non-Jews were admitted, 
then later became the majority and seceeded from the Jew- 
ish national to join a non-Jewish national. 

This question and the one facing B’nai B’rith and our 
Jewish community centers will become more difficult as 
time goes on and the idea of group equality become more 
dominant. The answer seems already clear enough. If the 
group is Jewish in name only, then it has little reason for 
being, or for support from the Jewish community. If it 
has a central Jewish program, and if non-Jews are inter- 
ested in joining, then who can object? 

THOSE WHO SAY that a Jewish fraternity is Jewish 
and therefore should bar non-Jews are evading as is Maurice 
Jacobs, who believes Jewish students should join Jewish 
fraternities. 

“Not enough parents,” he averred, ‘have given this 
problem the consideration it merits. If we blunder now, 
we may pay for it later. It took 60 years to build the 
strength of the Jewish fraternities and sororities into a 
decent force and into a positive factor for Jewish life 
on the campus. 

“Let’s not give these up so easily. It’s worth preserv- 
ing the right to belong to a Jewish fraternity, to have a 
Shabbos dinner on Friday night in a Jewish fraternity 
house, to have Jewish books on the shelves of the chapter’s 
library, to be accepted on campus as an equal with all 
groups. It is a privilege not easily earned and it should 
not be lightly abandoned.” 

If Dr. Jacobs, who for years was executive secretary 


of the Jewish Publication Society, and who now heads a 


large printing establishment under his own name, will pro- 
duce one such fraternity or sorority, then he'll be a magi- 
cian. In most fraternities and sororities, the Sabbath is 
greeted with pork and house parties, and there isn’t one 
vestige either in the library or anywhere else of anything 
Jewish. 

THE TRUTH is that these fraternities and sororities are 
the nemesis of Hillel and any campus Jewish activities. 

To assess the blame is not the purpose of this editorial. 
But to overlook the deficiencies of the Jewish fraternities 
and sororities and credit them with activities that do not 
exist will achieve nothing. The only approach that has 
any possible hope is to call a spade a spade. 

The confrontation may cause these fraternities and 
sororities to think through their situation. Either they 
should lose their identity by watering their membership 
with non-Jews, or they should become in fact Jewish and 
bid all enter who subscribe to their viewpoint and activi- 
ties, not only on social matters but on Jewish ones too. 

There is nothing wrong with non-sectarian fraternities, 
any more than with other non-sectarian bodies of the gen- 
eral community. There is a decision called for here. The 
mistake would be to let the decision be made by default 
rather than by full consideration of all the factors, pro 
and con. 
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We were transported back into the ghet- 
toes of Europe in a most delightful way last 
Monday night when we were a guest at the 
wedding of Chana Chaimovitz, our ex-Chicago 
editor, and Philip Kovalsky in the synagogue 
of Chana’s father, Rabbi Louis Chaimovitz, 


CHANA WAS LIKE a beautiful China 
doll, with the red hair that is the hallmark 
of everyone in the family, and except for the 
long trailing gown with billowing skirt, one 
might have thought we were all back in the 
middle ages. 

The groom wore a white gown which was 
well-concealed, under his frock coat, and the 
symbol here was one like Yom Kippur, be- 
cause both the bride and groom had fasted 
all day, and the white gown—the yiddish name 
for which escapes me—is one that many Or- 
thodox wear on Yom Kippur. 

The dancing following the ceremony was 
a revelation. I had never believed that this 
kind of dancing could replace mixed dancing, 
and be as exciting. But it was. The men danced 
in circles, and the women danced in their 
circles. Every once in a while they’d dance 
around someone and every once in a while 
there’d be an inner circle of just a few or 
of a lone dancer, and the merriment went on 
and on, as did the music, heady, stirring, with 
a fast beat, and repeated over and over and 
over again. 


YOU COULDN'T help but be swept up 
in the mood, and finally when the bride and 
groom danced, each holding the end of a hand- 
kerchief, in order to avoid any body contact, 
not even so much as touching hands, you 
caught the full savor of Jewish life of yes- 
terday. 

To make this the kind of an evening you 
don’t forget, there were two individuals who, 
had you paid them thousands of dollars, could 
not have been paid enough. 

One was a meshuloch—a collector for a 
yeshivah—who evidently was invited to the 
wedding because he was in town at the time. 
I could see that he was impatiently seeking 
an opportunity to get onto the dance floor 
in a solo, and his first attempt was abortive. 
The other dancers crowded him out. Yet he 
had talent and he knew the stylized dancing 
that I have seen only rarely and then I be- 
lieve only on the stage. He was better than 
any I’ve ever seen, and were he to be put 
into a ballet, he’d steal the show. 


I GOT HIS NAME, Rabbi Cywiak, which 
I’m sure is not the correct spelling. He’s from 
the Lakewood (N. J.) yeshiva. When he finally 
got the center of attention, he danced as a 
hassid has never danced before. His stylized 
movements were as precise and intricate as 
those of the most prcticed premier danseuse, 
and his expressions, sometime of haughtiness, 
sometimes of disdain, sometimes of wide-smil- 
ing openness, others of austerity, were a sight 
to behold. 

The other choice performer was Cantor 
Wilhelm Silber, Maybe I was in a good mood,

but Cantor Silber is unequalled in the U. s,, 
we would hazard. His rich melodious, facilg 
voice just added the touch that made the ever 
ning one not easy to forget. 

THE WEDDING ceremony itself needs to 
be told also. The bride and her parents ang 
the parents of the bridegroom marched under 
the chupah around the bridegroom seven times, 
As the rabbis (there were two who participateg 
in addition to the bride’s father) undertook 
a role in the ceremony, they were announce@ 
by a sort of MC, There was no kissing, and’ 
all through the long evening, the bride and 
groom, did not kiss, 

And the bridegroom. What was he doing?, 
Just what you and I would be doing. He was 
slightly on the sheepish side, seeking to enter 
into the wild abandon spirit of the evening, 
but he was betrayed by his long years of 
study. This was the bride’s night, and perhaps 
wiser than we thought, he gave the evening 
over to her,

WE’RE INCLINED to agree with Jon

Hampers Doctors at Eilat Hospital 


@ Editor Jewish POST and OPINION 
Enclosed you will find an ar- 
ticle by Meir Ben Dov, a report- 
er for The Jerusalem Post, July 
15, 1960, entitled “Eilat’s Dynam- 
ic Newcomer.” This article is 
about Dr. Reginald Morris, who 
is currently chief of staff of the 
government hospital at Eilat. 


MY WIFE and I recently had 
the pleasure of visiting the gov- 
ernment hospital and interview- 
ing Dr. Morris, at which time I 
became acquainted with him and 
the magnificent work that he is 
doing, under adverse conditions 
in an isolated area of Israel. 

In addition to the many gen- 
eral cases that Dr. Morris and 
his trained staff administer to, 
he informed me that they are 
called upon to treat ever-increas- 
ing numbers of fracture cases 
resulting from accidents in the 
growing Eilat port area, and in 
the various expanding industries 
near there. They are located ap- 
proximately some short 10 miles 
from the King Solomon Mines 
copper mining operations at 
Timna. 

They are treating patients from 
there and the surrounding Negev 
area as well, since the nearest 
hospital is at Beersheba, over 
100 miles to the north over dif- 
ficult terrain, Dr. Morris in- 
formed me that since they have 
started underground copper min- 
ing operations at Timna, they 
suspect the dreaded disease, sil- 
icosis. However, he pointed out 
to me that their existing smail 
ancient field X-ray machine was 
completely inadequate to make 
the proper diagnosis or to cope 
with the general X-ray require- 
ments of the hospital, and that 
the possibility of obtaining an 
adequate up-to-date machine tn 
Israel was remote. 


I, THEREFORE, volunteered 
to see what could be done in or- 
der to an adequate X-ray 
machine for the government hos- 
pital. Since I live in a community 
with a small Jewish population, 
it was generally feit that the 
size of the project, costing up- 
wards of $6,500, was too large to 
be undertaken on the local level.

| Happy New Year! 
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Liberalized Fraternities Pose Threat 
To Judaism, Say Campus Observers — 


(See Editorial This Issue) ) 

NEW YORK (P-O) — The part 
played in undergraduate Jewish 
life by college fraternities, is 
viewed from two angles by arti- 
ees in The Jewish Digest and 
The Jewish Collegiate Observer. 

Mrs. Millie Wolff, mother of 
an undergraduate. peses the 
question in the Digest whether 
membership by Jews in “liber 
alized” non-Jewish fraternities 
might not tend to weaken the 
foundations of their adherence to 
Judaism. 

Dr. Maurice Jacobs, chairman 
of the National Interfraternity 
Conference. representing 60 na- 
tional fraternities in the United 
States and Canada, states em- 
phatically that the new integrated 
fraternity definitely poses a 
threat to Judaism. 


Another aspect of the frater 
nity problem is underscored by 
Joel N. Levine, president of Yav- 
neh, who raises the question in 
The Jewish Collegiate Observer 
whether Yavneh, a 100-per cent 
Orthodox fraternity, should con- 
fine its membership to Orthodox 
students or open the lists to ail 
Jews on campus. 

He aligns himself on the side 
of those who favor broadening 
the base of the fraternity and 
writes: “If we confine our ef- 
forts to people who are already 
convinced of the truth of our 





ideas and practices, why have 
Yavneh at all?” ‘ 

Mrs. Wolff points out that the 
previously “exclusive” fraterni- 
ties which barred Jews began 
adopting a more liberal policy 
after World War II when return- 
ing GI’s flooded the campus and 
demanded an implementation of 
the principles of racial equality 
for which they had been fight- 
ing. 

She views the “liberalization” 
as definitely not an unmixed 
blessing. In her opinion it creates 
the same problem as intermar- 
riage — a dilution of the life- 
blood of Judaism. 

When an undergraduate asks 
his Jewish parent whether he 
should join a non-Jewish frater- 
nity, asserts Mrs. Wolff, the 
youth should be asked the fol- 
lowing questions: ‘Will you be 
THE Jew in the fraternity? Will 
you be comfortable when your 
friends go to church Sunday 
morning? Will you be alert for 
Jewish jokes, -snubs or hurts? 
Will you be a pledge or the Jew- 
ish pledge?” 

Dr. Jacobs says that Jewish 
students should join Jewish fra 
ternities. 

“Not enough parents,” he 
writes, “have given this problem 
the consideration it merits. If 
we blunder now, we may pay for 
it later. It took 60 years to build 
the strength of the Jewish fra- 





ternities and sororities into a de- 
cent force and into a positive fac- 
tor for Jewish life on the cam. 
pus, 

“Let’s not give these up so 
easily. It’s worth preserving the 
right to belong to a Jewish fra- 
ternity, to have a pre-Shabbos 
dinner on Friday night in a Jew- 
ish fraternity house, to have Jew- 
ish books on the shelves of the 
chapter’s library, to be accepted 
on campus as an equal with all 
groups. It is a privilege not easi- 
ly earned and it should not be 
lightly abandoned.” 

Levine sees Yavneh as at a 
cross-road where it must decide 
whether it’s to be “‘just another 
organization designed to serve 
only students from traditional 
backgrounds and schools” or “a 
new force on the American Jew- 
ish scene” with a program de- 
signed to present traditional Ju- 
daism on college campuses te 
students of varying schools of 
Jewish religious belief. 

“Our program,” he says, “must 
be designed to cater to all Jew- 
ish students interested in reli- 
gion, from students with assimi 
lated backgrounds to students 
who are yeshiva graduates. How- 
ever, it must be emphasized that 


in creating a program for a 
broad cross-section of students, 
we must not do so at the ex 


pense of sacrificing our religious 
practices or .ideas.” 








Warrants for Eichmann 
Captors Puzzle Argentine 


JERUSALEM (P-O) —- The be- 
jated issuance by Argentine au- 
thorities of a warrant for the 
arrest of the Israeli kidnapers 
who seized Adolf Eichmann on 
the streets of Buenos Aires, has 
caused some puzzliment in the 
Argentine capital, accordling to 
the Israeli daily Maariv. 


That the issuance of the war- 
rant is a wholly academic pro- 
cedure goes without saying since 
the agents who captured Elch- 
man are no longer in the Argen- 
tine. 


Federal Justice Leopoldo In- 
suraldo signed the warrant which 
was publicized on the day that 
Pinchas Saper, Israeli Minister 
of Trade and Industry, arrived. in 
Buenos Aires. 


Zvi Werbitsky. Buenos Aires 
correspondent of Maariv, indi- 
cates that the action may have 





been taken to pacify the nation- 


alists who have been severely 
critical of the way in which the 
government has handled the ar- 
rest and abduction of Eichmann. 





Registration Slows 
In Jewish Schools 

NEW YORK (P-O) — No rea 
son for the very small increase 
in overall registration of Jewish 
schools of all kinds in Greater 
New York was given here this 
week as figures showed a _ drop 
of six per cent in afternoon He- 
brew schools, and double that 
percentage in Sunday schools. 


On the other side of the ledger 
was the big jump — 16 per cent 
—in enrollment in all-day schools, 
and almost 11 per cent in Jewish 
high schools. Total enrollment 
for the 1960-61 school year was 
put at 150,913 in 774 Jewisn 
schools,

The writer charged that 
Jews were forced to fill out com: 
plicated administrative question 
naires and undergo police in 
quiries, a procedure not required 
of Moselm citizens. 

Prior to this move a delegation 
from the Council of Jewish Com 
munities submitted to the See 
retary General of the Interior 
Ministry a list of the main grie’ 
ances of the Jewish community 
in Morocco. 
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
